KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 21:— 
The man companion of the young 
woman whose body was found last 
Monday beside the.tracks of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Rail- 
fo near Shelbina, Mo., is being 
sgught here by the police. Railroad 


detectives are aiding in the searth,,. 


‘It is known that the couple left 
Kansas City for Quincy, Ill, taking 
a compartment in the Pullman. At 
Palmyra Junction the man was seen, 
suitcase in hand, hurriedly leaving 
the train. He took another train for 
St. Joseph and there, leaving his 
suitcase in the coach, boarded an- 
other train for Kansas City. 

Advices from Chicago to the po- 
lice here indicate the couple may 
The po- 
lice there are examining the suit- 
cage left by the man in hope of 
finding finger prints or other means 
of identifying the couple. 

The hurried departure of the man 
at Palmyra Junction excited suspi- 
cion of the train crew. Investiga- 
tion of the compartment followed. 
The woman could not be found. 
There were indications of a struggle 
and possible violence. The crew no- 
tified railroad detevtives, who start- 
ed an investigation aloéng the right 
of way. Near Shelbina articles of 
womeh’s clothing were found scat- 
tered along the tracks. Then the 


, detectives came to the woman’s body, 


clad only in a silk underwaist and 
stockings. The woman evidently had 


been murdered. Investigation by the | 


Coroner at Shelbina indicated she | 
had been strangled and her body. 
thrown from the car window. 

Officials there doubt the possibil- 
ity the woman had killed herself by 
leaping from the window following 4a 
quarrel with her companion. 

With the exception of marks giv- 
ing rise to the belief she had been 
strangled, there were no evidences of 
violence on the body, other than 
bruises caused by striking the 
ground. The woman was young, 
possibly 25, and the clothing was of 
good quality, but without identifica- 
tion marks.

When the eastbound train 
reached Quincy the berth that had 
been occupied was empty, although 
only the man was seen to leave the 
train at Palmyra. The couple had 
tickets from Kansas City to Quincy. 
The man took a berth on the west- 
bound train and changed at Cameron 
Junction for Kansas City. At St. Jo- 
seph the crew found his suit case 
empty, but discovered a veil in the 
berth.

WOULD HAVE U.S.

ATLANTIC TO FRONT

be flying across the Atlantic to reach 
the front by next summer, Major- 
General W. Brancker of the British 
air ministry said here today in a 
formal statement to the press. He is 
in Washington to co-operate with 
American aircraft officials and be- 
lieves that a pioneer transatlantic | 
flight should be attempted without 
delay. 

“An enterprise which must be car- 
ried out as soon as possible,” Gen. 
Brancker said, ‘‘is the flight of the 


airplanes and seaplanes should not 
cross the Atlantic during next sum- 
mer ”’ 

Gen. Brancker disclosed the fact 
that the British air council had 
definitely decided upon transatlantic 
aircraft flights in order to find a 
route for the movement of Ameri- 
can-made aircraft to the front. His 


mission in this city has to do with 
arrangements for the pioneer flight 
in which it ‘is hoped the United | 
States Government will co-onerate. 

It is expected the initial flight will ' 
‘be made this autumn in a | 
‘of British make, probably a seaboat, 
starting from Newfoundland and /| 
touching at the Azores and Portugal | 
before arriving in Ireland. It has’ 
been estimated the trip can be made 
in 40 hours of flying. Plans under 
consideration call for crews of four 
men, an engineer, a relief of pilots 
and a navigating officer. 

It was disclosed that the British 
have developed a new airplane <¢n- 
gine which marks a greater stride 
forward in the single seated combat 
machines than any previous devel- 
opment. It is an air-cooled ‘“radical”’ 


engine which greatly reduces the! 
horse power weight and gives ugh 
high driving power to combat ma- 
chines. They are known to have at- |, 
tained a speed of 141 miles an hour 
and is believed to have exceeded.

SLIGHTLY INJURED. 


Aviator Loses Life When 
Plane Goes Into Tailspin 
500 Feet Up—tThird Fa- 
tality at Field in 1918. 


James R. Wheeler of 4319 Jin- 
dell boulevard, St. Louis, Secord 
Lieutenant in the Aviation Corps 
of the United States Army, was 
killed in a 56500-foot fall at 8:45 
o’clock this morning at Scott Field, 
near Belleville. 

John N. Rafter, first-class cadet, 
who was with Lieut. Wheeler in the 


airplane, escaped with slight injuries. 
Lieut. Wheeler was the third fly- 


ing officer killed in an airplane fall | 


at Scott Field this year. 


Lieut. Wheeler and Rafter had. 
made a flight to Belleville and were. 
returning to Scott Field when the} 
machine, at a height of about 500 | 
| feet, went into a tail spin and, 


Wheeler was unable to get it under 
control before it plunged to earth. 
It struck in a field on the farm of 
Fred Schubert, about a mile from 
the camp. 

Rafter was able to go to the Schu- 
bert residence, from where he tele- 
phoned to Scott Field for an ambu- 
lance. He escaped with scratches. 

Farmers who went to the scene 
say that the plane plowed into the 
earth and was smashed and that 


Lieut. Wheeler’s body was badly | 
crushed, and that death probably | 


was instantaneous. 


Half an hour later another air-| 


plane féll on the farm of John Tres-- 


zer, about three-quarters of a mile | 
from where Wheeler fell, but the.

COMPROMISE BY CONFEREES 
IN MAIL TUBE CONTROVERSY

WASHINGTON, June 21.—A com- 
promise in the controversy over Fed- 
eral purchase of pneumatic mail 
tube systems in several large cities, 


including St. Louis, proposed in a 
Senate amendment to the postoffice 
appropriation bill, was reached to- 
day by Senate and House conferees. 

It was agreed to submit the entire 
matter to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission with a requirement for 
a report next December regarding 
whether the tubes should be pur- 
chased, their lease continued or 
abandoned as a mail auxiliary serv- 
ice. The tubes would be continued 
in operation until March 4, 1919. 

Postmaster-General Burleson was 
reported today to oppose the com- 
promise and still demand abandon- 
ment of the tubes. He has written 
Chairman Moon of the House Post- 
office Committee, suggesting that in 
lieu of the tubes in Greater New 
York, mail service through subways 
be instituted. 

If the tube compromise is accept- 
ed by the Senate and House the 
deadlock over the $333,000,000 post- 
office appropriation bill will be 
broken.

Immediate Induction Into

Classified as an Idler.

WASHINGTON, June 21.—New 


regulations issued to draft boards to- 
day by Provost Marshal General 
Crowder to govern application of the 
work or fight order, do not rule spe- 
cifically upon the status of profes- 
sional baseball players or other class- 
es which may be affected, but em- 
phasize the section of the order plac- 
ing games and sports among the oc- 


cupations classed as non-useful. 

In an oral statement announcing 
the regulations, officials of Gen. 
Crowder’s office said: “At present, 
the occupation of a baseball player 
is regarded as non-productive, but 
that until a case has been appealed 
from a local board there would be 
no ruling on the subject.” 


Boards to Use Common Sense. 

“local boards will consider cases: 
of withdrawal of deferred classifica- 
tion with common _ sense,” ;,Gen. 
Crowder’s instructions say, and they 
name illness, vacation, the impossi- 
bility of securing productive employ- 
ment without a change of residence, 
as reasonable grounds for waiving 
the general order. While sales clerks 
in stores and clerical workers in of- 
fices are classed as nonproducers, 
boards are directed to exempt de- 
partment store executives and skille1 
workers attached to such establish- 
ments. Traveling salesmen will bo 
considered as engaged in productive 
employment, but automobile _ sales- 
men in cities will not, it was ex- 
plained. Public or private chauf- 
feurs are held to be nonproducers 
only when they combine other work 
with their mechanical duties. 

Local boards are asked to assist 
registrants to obtain new employ- 
ment through the Federal employ- 


ment service and are given power to 
postpone action while effort is being 
made to place men in occupations 
held productive. 


“When it has been determined 


that a person in deferred classifica- 


tion is an idler or is engaged in non- 
productive. employment,” the _§in- 
structions say, ‘‘the classification and 
order number of such person will’ 
be withdrawn and he will immediate- 
ly be inducted into the military serv- 
ice. 

“The regulations provide that per- 
sons engaged in the service of food 
and drink, or either, in public places, 
including hotels and social clubs, are 
engaged in nonproductive —— 
ment. 

Definition of Terms. 

“This, however, does not include 
managers, clerks, cooks or other 
employes, unless they are engaged 
in the actual serving of food and 
drink. 

‘The regulations further provide 
that passenger elevator operators 
and attendants and doormen, foot- 
men, carriage openers and other at- 
tendants, including hotels, stores, 
apartment houses, office buildings 
and bath houses are engaged in non- 
productive employments. The words 
‘other attendants’ include bellboys 
and also include porters, unless such 
porters are engaged in heavy work. 

“The regulations further provide 
that persons, including ushers and 
other attendants, engaged and occu- 
pied in and in connection with sports 
and amusements, excepting actual 
performers in legitimate concerts, 
operas or theatrical performances, 
are engaged in nonproductive occu- 
pations or employments. This in- 
cludes, in addition to ushers and 
other attendants, all persons’ en- 
gaged and occupied in games, sports 
and amusements, axcept actual 
performers in legitimate concerts, 
operas or theatrical performances. 

‘The regulations further provide 
that a person engaged in domestic 
service is engaged in a nonproduc- 
tive employment or occupation, but 
this does not include public or pri- 
vate chauffeurs, unless they should 
also be engaged in some other oc- 
cupation or employment defined as 
nonproductive. 

: Status of Clerka. 

“The regulations further provide 
that sales clerks and other clerks 
employed in stores and other mer- 
cantile establishments are engaged 
in nonproductive employments, but 
this does not include store execu- 
tives, managers, superintendents nor 
the heads of such departments as 
accounting, financial, advertising, 
credit, purchasing, delivery, receiv- 
ing, shipping and other depart- 
ments; does not include registered 
pharmacists employed in wholesale 
and retail drug establishments and 
does not include traveling salesmen, 
buyers, delivery drivers, electricians, 
engineers, carpet layers, upholster- 
ers or any employe doing heavy /|~ 
work outside the usual duties of 
clerks. However, ‘sales clerks and 
other clerks’ include the clerical 
force in the office and in all de- 
partments of stores and mercantile 
establishments.

Those of the 
German garrison who remained to 
fight and carry out their orders to 
hold the positions at any cost, were 
killed by rifle and machine gun fire 
and bayonet. The Americans also 
took prisoners. 

The American artillery put down a 
heavy box barrage on the rear of the 
enemy positions. A few minutes lat- 
er the infantry swarmed over the 
top, and rushed the trenches. Some 
of the Germans had tried to escape 
through the barrage, crashing to 
their rear, but few of them _ got 


through, for numerous German dead 
were found later. 

Prisoners captured declare that 
they had orders to hold on at all 
costs, and this was apparent by the 
desperate manner in which they 
fought. The battle was short, but 
deadly, for the enemy positions were 
swept clean of-Germans. The of- 
ficial report says that a great many 
Germans were killed. 

One machine gun nest containing 
eight men, which had been sprin- 
kling Cantigny for some days, was 
blown up by a direct hit from a 
trench mortar bomb.

BAYLIES MISSING 
AFTER FIGHT WITH 
4 ENEMY PLANES 


American’s Machine Catches Fire 
and Falls Six Miles Within 


‘By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, June 21.—The leading 
|} American ace in the French Flying 
Corps, First Lieut. Frank 4 Baylies 
of New Bedford, Mass., is missing 
after an unequal! fight with four Ger- 
man machines. 

On June 17 Lieut. Baylies, with 
Sergts,; Dobonnet and Macari of the 
Stork Escadrille, had finished sev- 
eral hours’ patrolling and were about 
to return at twilight when they sight- 
four single-seater airplanes. They 
paid little attention to the other ma- 
chines, believing them to be British. 

It. turned out the machines were 
German and all of them seized an 
opportunity to attack Baylies simul- 
taneously. The enemy had advantage 
of position and number, but Baylies 
put up a game fight. He attempted 
to take the offensive against. the 
Germans, but his machine caught 
fire and fell after a few moments 
about six miles within the German 
lines. 

Sergt. Macari thinks that Lieut. 
Baylies may have had a good land- 
ing if he escaped death in the flames 
of his burning machine. 


From Feb. 19, 1918, to June 7, 
Lieut. Baylies had gained 12 aerial 
victories and had been promoted 
from Corporal to Sergeant and then 
to First Lieutenant. On June 1 he 
was awarded the cross of the Legion 
of Honor and, he had been cited in 
French army orders several times 
previously. He was 22 years old. 


Joining the American Field Ambu- 
lance in February, 1916, Baylies 
served in it in France, Serbia and 
Macedonia. Rejected for the Amer- 
ican aviation corps because of de- 
fective vision, he was accepted by the 
French army and rapidly gained a 
reputation as ‘an intrepid and suc- 
cessful airman. 


FEWER ARRESTS ORDERED TO

BERLIN. CHURCH REVIEW 
DEPLORES GERMAN CONDITIONS 


Says There Is an Utter Lack of Dis- 
cipline and Religious Feeling 
Among Kaiser's People. 


By MISTERDAM, Ju June 21.—The Ger- 
man quarterly church review, the 
first section of which is published by 
the Protestant Kreuz Zeitung of 
Berlin, seems likely to make unpleas- 
ant reading for Emperor William, in 
view of his frequent utterances on 
the morality of the German people. 
The review declares that the task 
of the church has become immeas- 
urably harder, because of the utter 
lack of discipline and religious feel- 
ing. among the people. “Our youth, 
with their easily gotten money in 
their pockets, swollen with sinful 
pride,” it continues, “are entirely 
contemptuous of restraint and con- 
tinence. Confusion reigns “in. num- 
berless of the administrative Govern- 
ment departments as to what is right 
and wrong. The highest law seems 
to be profiteering and amusement.” 
Lamenting the laxity of present 
day German morals, the review inci- | 
dentally but gravely condemns the 
proposal emanating from Cologne to 
legalize bigamy, which proposition 
the document takes quite seriously. 
Tne review expressed fear of ir- 
reparable damage to the existing 
evangelical state church unless it 
sueeseds in overceming indifference | 
of the seta to religion.

BEAUTY CULTURE. 

HELP ME.—Proper treatment for 
superfluous hair depends upon the 
character of the growth. If dark 
it can wsually be made almost im- 
perceptible by using peroxide of 
hydrogen-as a bleach. The skin of 
the affected parts is first washed 
with weak solution of ammonia and 
water. Then peroxide is applied 
with soft cloth. A growth which 
covers 4a small space can be perma- 
nently destroyed by electrolysis, but 
this treatment should be given only 
by an expert dermatologist. If you 
cannot efford to have the hair re- 
moved by electricity, the plaster 
stick or pumice stone treatment is 
perhaps safest. 

C. A. H.—For round shonlders try 
the fo!lowing: Elevate the shoul- 
ders as high as they will go with- 
out drawing in the head: lower the 
shoulders; rotate the shoulders for- 
ward and cross the arms at the 
‘wrists. Then throw the arms up 
and when they reach the level of 
the chin separate them and carry 
them backward, making a circle on 
either side of the. body. Repeat 15 
times. These exercises, taken regu- 
larly, should be beneficial, but the 
best thing to do would be to join 
a g00d gymasium --- awn. FOCr 
exercises. would be intelligently 
supervised and directed. Too much 
or incorrect exercise is often Worse 
than none at all.

* ** French Dressing: 3 tablespoons 
oil, 1 of vinegar, % téaspoon salt, 
% teaspoon paprika or white pep- 
per. Mix the dry ingredients with 
the oil in bow! until salt dissolves, 
then add vinegar, and stir well. 
Pour over vegetables to be dressed, 
taking care to coat all parts with 
dressing. This is the usual formula 
for a plain French dressing, but it 
may be pleasingly varied as fol- 
lows: Mix together % a teaspoon 
each of salt and sugar, % teaspoon 
of paprika, a few drops of Tabasco 
sauce and % cup of vinegar. Drop 
in ofl until it thickens, beating con- 
stantly while doing so.
